The amount of clean wopl la even 
more Important tu the selection ol 
breeding rams, since each ram will 
have tunny progeny and wyII! exert 
a major influence on the future wool 
producing ability of the flock. A 
simple method of determining which 
of the rams produce the greatest 
amount of clean wool may |w employ 
Cd at shearing time. A small sample 
weighing approximately op. (round, 
may he taken from the fierce, acour- 
ed. and the -hrinkage determined. 
I hue. the yield of clean wool In the 
n.-ece tan be obtained.
